My hore 
my dog,.or my cat, nay, even my wife (amongft the 
unpolite at leaft) fhall be preferable to my neighbours, as 
mine: and my boy Tom, witha fnotty nofe, fhall have 
more wit for his fhare, than all the lads of the parifh 
put together. This happy partiality is fo far from oe 
contrary. to‘nature, that the contrary is always efteeme 
next to unnatural. How far — may be concern- 
ed, is another queftion: yet, believe, even a Stoic will 
not deny, that to indulge and propagate + principle, i 
the readieft way to make the world eafy. For my part, 
think that man muft be endowed with an over-fhare of 
jll-nature, who would go about to conteft the matter 
and thereby rob perhaps his well-meaning neighbour o 
a notion, which contributes much to his pretent felicity, 
without the leaft injury to any round about him. Opi- 
nion here is nothing more than fancy: and, as long as 
the world lafts, fancy will be found as various as our fa- 
- * my converfation in the city, I have often heard a 
ve cit wonder at the homelinefs of his neighbour's 
wife, without offering to bring back the refleétion any 
nearer home. I greatly approved of his’ wifdom, that 
could applie the maxims of war, to a matrimonial ftate, 
and carry his forces into a foreign field, to fecure his 
own. But then, in my weak opinion, this piece of 
wifdom will neceffarily require another as its conitant at-} 
tendant. Secrecy, that neceffary qualification either of a 
fatefman, or a general, will be found as indi(pentibly ne- 
ceflary towards his domettic fatisfaction. For, if ever 
the allarm reaches the ears of his neighbour's wife, a 
war inevitably enfues, fure to laft as long as that of Troy, 
tho’ on a quite different occafion. I never yet found, 
and if I live till I doe, J fear I fhall be weary of life, 
any one woman, that, in her own unerring opinion, 
Was net-endued with fomewhat more than lady Grace’s 
Gnaccountable fomewhat. For which reafon, fure it 
will well become every domeftic hero, to confine his 
fingulir admiration’ within doers, and to make it a clofe 
priioner to. his own difcretion. For he may depend up- 
On it, the firft time it breaks prifon, it will fet fire toa 
magazine of ill humours, which will be blown up with a 
much greater noife than aurum fulminans, and with far 
more fatal confequences. If therefore he feeks only his 
Own fatistaétion, why fhould not his prudence lead him to 
tonfine his joui/fance to. the dear objett of it? Whatneed 
of; paved to fet off his own election? Or, why 
muft they be publifhed, to make them perfect ? Will not 
experience fatisfy us of the folly of many a man, who 
has fo overloaded the partner of his bofom with extra- 
vagant commendations, that it has induced fome lecher 
to: fathom the depth of his fentiments 5 and perhaps. 
wheedled the object of his admiration into the curiofity 
@f| trying, whether or no thofe fentiments were not fin- 
ar? 
ot that E would pretend to rob her of his private 
raifes, or her yoak-fellow of the fatisfaction of think- 
iE no n’s Wife like his own. Nay, even what the 
verb declares.a moit odious part abroad, fhould be in- 
ged hin at home, provided he whifper it in her ear, 
in order to-excite her conjugal woxceurs, and, at the fame 
time, lay. her under canonical obedience not to fpeak of 
it, —— ¥et~-here again may- arife another untoward 
queftion, Whether any woman can, or ought, to keep 
any thing fecret which may redound to her own glory, 
or fpread abroad the excellence of her fpoufe’s fuperior 
judgment. For my own part, I think it moit proper to 
Wave the difeuflion; and fhall only fay, that, as the fa- 
aisfaction of Gnes own family is certainly of very great 
emolument ; fo next to our own fatisfaétion, we ought to 
regard that of our neighbour. If my ‘neighbour there- 
fore is fo happy to be as complaifant in his domeftic opi- 
nion as I am, why fhould I, by my vain comparifon, 
endeavour. to ejeét him*out of that happy fentiment he 
is content to allow me? 


Tho’ that‘in itfelf may be ingaging enough, other ac- 
complifhments will be found requifite to make thofe in- 
gagements lafting. If then the wife of my bofom is 
not {fo beautiful as the wife of my neighbour, yet, if I 
have obferved excellencies in her, which are a fufficient 
motive to affe€tion, he who pretends to make me uneafy, 
by arraigning her beanty, is certainly guilty of both ‘an 
ungenérous and unchriftian action. Nor would any pra-' 
dent man make himfelf at all uneafy at the refleGtion. 
Without feeking an advantage of seprifal, by rakeing in- 
to the weaknelles or blemifhes of the pretended rival ; 
he would, like a good chriftian, with the empty boafter 
endued with half the good qualities of the wife he makes: 
his boafts of, and not place his fimple {atisfaétion in the 
deftruction of that of his neighbour. A wife was one ot 


folved to excell: but tho’ he was often heard to vapour 
of his houfe, and his horfe, he was always obferved to 
keep the praife of his dear. wife, tho’ more admirable 
than either of the other, where it ought to lie, in his 


|own bofom ; and yet the world thought him never the 


lefs difcreet, or that fhe was lefs the obje&t of his love 
and admiration. 

It was not long fince, that I went with Timotuy 
Furrow, Efq; to make a congratulatory vifit to a new- 
married couple. Tra was’ not altogether, fo well ac- 
quainted in the family, as my felf; for which reafon he 
defired me to play the gentleman-ufher. On our return, 
Tim feemed uneafy, ‘till he had unloaded himfelt of his 
admiration at the choice df Mr. Bridegroom, in this 
emphatical manner ; What a homely piece Mrs. Bride 
is? In alittle time, according to laudable cuftom, they 
returned the vifit; and the very next time I faw Mr. 
Bridegroom, he entertained me with an alternate com- 
pliment, That [1m wanted eyes, or he could never have 
pitched upon a perfon {o little inyiteing. Behold here a 
pair of matrimonial heroes equally critical, and equally 
fatisied. How fair a field had a malicious perion to fow 
a promifing crop upon? But as they had each of them 
delivered their cordial fentiments voluntarily, I thought 
it no breach of friendfhip to either of them, to keep 
mine tomyfelf I gave then, and fill give, both the 
hearing ? but without any figns of either affent, or dil- 
fent: neverthelefs it cannot be fuppofed, but when I 
am by my+éelf,I draw -conclufions upon both, without 
any advantage to either. 

This has confirmed me in the rules I had layed down 
for my own conduct, fome of which perhaps may be 
of benefit to others: for which reafon I will now com: 
municate them. —— The firft rule' J have fet to my  felf, 
is this, that, if ever I fhali change my prefent ftate of 
life, I will prefer nether beauty, nor fortune, to fenfe 
and good humour. Thofe, asa poet of our own finely 
fays, will ever laft, when beauty ‘may, nay muft fade ; 
and fortune irfelf will have no power to make life eafy, 
without the other two. -—— But *fecondly, I will endea.- 
vour to chufe one, who, if fhe be no beauty, is at a 
pretty good diftance from deformity. For, tho’ it is 
commonly enough fayed, and in fome meature it may be 
true, that fancy. furpafles beauty; yet there is no more 
reafon, that a.man's fancy fhould ftigmatize his fenfes, 
than that his patience, doubtlefs to be tried enough 
without, fhould bear the burden’ ef perpetual farcaims. 
The world is: wide enough: and a man, who has lived 
to my years a batchelor, will have no need to run a 
double gantlope, where the Wits of the age declare any 
one of them a fufficient topit for fatire. Yet third- 
ly, If a homely piece of houfhold.ftuf fhould fall to my 
lot, I would of al] things take:particular care not to pro-
